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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments presented are not persuasive with 
respect to 35 USC 102(e). All features of the dependent claims have been considered and have been afforded appropriate weight. 
Arguments are persuasive with respect to 35 USC 103(c) inasmuch as Applicant has provided a statement of common ownership of the 
instant application and Couch (see page 7 of the response). The rejection under 35 USC 103 based upon Couch is removed and claims 
14, 34, 54, and 64 now stand objected to as being dependant on a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten to include the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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
